THE ELECTION. 



Two candidatos nro now boforo tho Vic 
toria public— Mr. D. 11. Ring and Mr. C. B 
Young — and to-day will decide Ihe contest, 
Had the election (aken placo within tho 
ordinary time after the writ was moved for in 
the Houso, Wharf fltroot would not, wo vorily 
br'uivo, bavo had the courage to bring for. 
"° n't a candidate at all ; for tho union and 
§t" party ovoryone woll knew would havo 
mado even a oleaner Bweep of tho city than 
they did during tho election of laat year. Tho 
vrit, however, was retained, and in tho 
meantime the Liberal voters, boing confined 
principally to the industrious classes, havo 
boon leaving almost daily for tho mines. 
The consequonco is tho free port party havo 
been emboldened to try their hand ouco more 
with Mr. Young. Tho result, however, will 
provo that thoy havo again reckoned wilh> 
out their host. Although having had tho ad 
vantage of boing first in tho field, and ha ring 
obtained n number of names to thoii list 
solely on tho representation that no other 
candidate was coming forward, tho oloso of 
tho poll to-day will show them that their 
causo is too rotten to bo accepted even 
by our Boanty summer voters. They 
have picked up a person whose very name 
is allied with unsucccss, and whoso 
qualities are dotested by the wholo commu- 
nity. Mr. Young is a man so lull of vanity 
and presumption that he would undertako 
to teach Professor Farady the phenomena ol 
light and Sir Charles Lyoll the science of 
geology. He would with his waspish and 
cantankerous disposition havo disputed with 
Noah about the building of the Ark, until 
the waters had closed over the whole human 
race. There is in fact nothing in the heav- 
oaa above, in tho earth beneath, or in tho 
wotora under tho earth with which he and ho 
alone is not thoroughly acquainted. When to 
this unboended conceit wo add a malevolence 
of disposition, a vindictiveness that savors mote 
of tho adversary of mankind than the "faith* 
ful" dispenser of " charity," and when to this 
again we add a very contracted mental oal< 
ibro— a very narrow and superficial intellect— 
we give our readers some faint idea of the 
candidate which our esteemed friends of 
Wharf street wish to foist upon thi Victoria 
public Of Mr. Young's politioal principles 
the least said the better. He may be best 
described in the humorous Yankoe's phrabe- 
ology as" half horse, half alligator." He is 
in favor of economy, but then he would like 
to see a little Government bounty— a few 
four thousand dollars — paid to that modest, 
retiring, but enterprising oitizen — Charles 
Bedford Young. He is fond of immigra- 
tion, but thon ho wonld much prefer tho 
saving of a few bits by hiring Chinamen 
than giving the civilized working man a day's 
work. Ho likes to talk, as many of his Wharf 
street supporters do, of jheap provisions, but 
then ho takes good oaro like them (hat 
neither the laborer nor the artisan shall 
havo means enough to bay them. To reduce 
the Island to a little peddling shop for musty 
beans and putrid baoon— to close up facto- 
ries, suppress foundries, drivo away in lact 
every industry from tho place — to treat the 
farmor an an interloper and the meohanio as 
a vagrant — is the profound policy of Mr. 
Charles Bedford Young and his enlightened 
coadjutors. No wonder Mr. Young is oppo- 
sed to union of the eolonios— no wonder he 
is opposed to the Liberal measures which tho 
Assembly havo passod — no wondor he is 
detnrmined, if he gets into tho Houso, to do 
his utmost to prevent tho Homestead Bill 
becoming law — no wonder ho is equally de- 
termined on killing the Mechanics' Lien bill 
if ho can— no wonder ho expresses a desire 
to crubh a proper Incorporation hill, our only 
protection against a summer epidemic- -no 
wonder every scheme or measure that would 
encourage the industrious portion of our 
population has his deadly hatred— it is fitting 
that Buoh sontimonts should come from a 
narrow-mind3d, sour and disappointed man; 
but it is equally fitting that such a person 
should bo allowed a still further probation in 
tho daily routine of private life. 

Mr. Ring wo have on various occasions 
opposed, but wo have never had to speak of 
him other than as a gentleman. On some 
topics ho may not oome up to our standard, 
but on tho main points at issue we are glad 
to soe he expresses tho publio opinion. Mr- 
Ring authorises ns to slalo that ho is in fayor 
of union of tho colonies v/ith ono system of 
laws — ono fiscal policy — which would givo 
us what wo want, froo trado betwoen Van- 
couver Island and British Columbia. How 
different is this from tho narrow-minded 
croohot of his opponent. How dillarout, also, 
is his Btipport of a measuro for tho bettor 
seouriug to mechanics the fru:ta of their labor; 
how different his dosiro to protoct tho former 
by promoting homo markets and by tho com- 
Btruotion of roads ; and how different his de- 
termination to make an equitablo adjustruont 
of tho taxes of tho country. Hero aro 
maasurcs, liberal and oomprehensivo, stand* 
ing out in bold relief to tho wretched crudi- 
ties of Mr. Young. Wo scarcely doom it 
nocessary to call upon every voter to-day, 
who values his interest in tho colony, and 
■who desires to seo those great measures for 
tho success of which tho publio havo been so 
long contending, carried out, to voto for 
.Air. Ring nnd consign uaibitioua and coarsely 
personal " Monitor " to that oblivion from 
which ho should nover omorgo.

THE ~FIRE AT NANAIMO. 

Tho Gazette irivcs tho following account 
of tho late fire in Nanaimo : — On reaching 
the spot it was found that the Ore was 
raging fiercely in tho interior of the store, 
but. had not yet readied cither walls or 
roof. Means wero quickly taken to 
prevent it spreading to tho rear of tho 
building (occupied as a dwelling,) and ns 
water and buckets were both plentiful, 
and hands to use them both numerous and 
willing, this was soon accomplished. To 
extinguish tho flames in tho body of the 
Btore where the heat and smoke were moat 
intense, was a much more difficult feat, 
and tasked the energies of our gallant 
impromptu firemen to the utmost. It was 
achieved at hist however, though mainly 
owing to the almost Buporhuratm exertions 
of Mr. Samuel Cliflo, and Mr. 0. Piatt. 
The latter gentleman knowing that there 
was a largo quantity of gunpowder in a 
tin vessel on one of tho shelves, which if 
ignited would have blown out tho side of 
the building, with a courage truly 
marvelous dashed through the smoke and 
llamo, and secured tho vessel containing 
the powder, but not a moment too soon 
for the great heat had actually japanned 
its sides and hud melted the solder from 
tho bottom. The fire is supposed to have 
originated from some loose matches lying 
behind ono of tho counters being trodden 
and igniting eotno scraps of paper, 
whioh it is surmised smouldered for n con- 
siderable time before bursting into fir me. 
The entire stock contained in the store 
has been more or less damaged either by 
Oro or by the water used for its suppres- 
sion.

WisnrsoTOM, April 21— -Among tha docu- 
ments sent to tho Houso to day on Mexican 
nllairs is the following interesting diplomatic 
correspondence ; 

Drouyn d'Lhuys says Franca went to 
Mexico to exercise the right of war which is 
oxorcised by the United States, aud not in 
viow of any purpose of intervention concern- 
ing which sho disagreed with tho United 
States. Franco went thoro not to prosecute 
but to obtain reparations and guarantees ; 
being here she sustained the Government 
which is grounded on the consent of the 
pooplo. She now wishes to recall what re-, 
mains of tho uimy at a moment when she 
will bo able to do it with safety to French 
citizens and due respect to herself. Seward 
replies — whatever the motives of invasion 
the means taken for destroying tho republican 
institutions are regarded by the United States 
as without authority and contrary to tho will 
of the people. Tho military demand of 
satisfaction scorn? to have beeomo subordi- 
nate to a political revolution for which 
France is responsible. Tho United States 
havo seen no satisfactory ovideiioe that the 
Mexican people havo occupied the so- 
called Empire aud the withdrawal of the 
French is deemed nocessary to detormiDO 
that question. It, therefore, recognizes the 
ancient republic, and can in no case consent 
to involve itsolf directly or indirootly with 
Maximilian. 

Drouyn d'Lhuya replies that It depends on 
tho Federal Government tc facilitate the 
withdrawal. He also raises a question as 
to the compatibility of monarchical institu- 
tions on this continent, as witness Brazil, 
which Seward declines to discuss ; but re,- 
asserts our dosiro for the withdrawal of tho 
French troops. Drouyn d'Lhuya sums np 
that : " the United Slates acknowledges the 
right to make war in Mexico, while we ad- 
mit . also the principles of non-intervention. 
We have not directly crossed tho ocean 
merely to show our power or to inflict chas- 
tisement. Wo hope the legitimate object of 
our expedition will soon bo reached, and are 
striving to make arrangements with the 
Emperor Maximilian whioh, by satisfying 
our interests and honor, will permit us to 
cousider at an end tho servicos of our army 
upon Mexican soil. Wa fall baok at that 
moment on tho principle of non-intervention, 
and from that moment accept it as the rule 
of our conduct. We expect the American 
peoplo will themselves conform to tho law 
which they invoke by observing in regard to 
Mexico strict neutrality. Mr. Seward says 
diplomatic assurances given by tho President 
in behalf of tho nation can at least bo but 
expressions of confident expectations on his 
part, that tho personal administration is ever 
changing in conformity to tho national will ; 
but ho does not construe the soltlod princi- 
ples and polioy of tho peoplo with tho ex- 
planation." 

Mr. Seward says : "It is the opinion of the 
President that Franco need not for a moment 
deluy her proposed withdrawal of military 
lorces from Mexico, and putting her prin- 
ciple of non-intervention into full practice 
in regard to Mexico through any apprehen- 
sion that the United States will prove un- 
true to the principles and policy in the 
respect which, on their behalf, it has been 
my duty to perform in this now leogthonod 
correspondence."

In tho Alta, of tho ICth, appears tho 
lollowing : 

'Tho particulars of tho wreck, as roluted 
to us by Edward Dickinson, of Victoria, 
a passenger, and the engineer. Mr. Elliott, 
are as follows: Tho night was calm and 
thick, a heavy mist covering the water. 
Tho Labouchore proceeded ou hor way, 
making some nine knots an hour, until 
10:20 p. m., wliou she struck the roof olT 
Point Reyes. The shock was folt with 
sufficient foreo to awaken all the passen- 
gers who had retired to their berths, and 
in a few minutes all woro on deck. The 
bell rang an instant before she struck, 
and Captain Mouat ordered tho vessol 
backed immediately, but tho engines had 
not timo to be reversed and get into full 
motion, before sho was on tho rocks. The 
sight which greeted the passengers as 
they reached the deck was anything but 
flattering; the abrupt, rocky shore, tow- 
ering threateningly above them, while 
the breakers roared around them, the reef 
being covered with foam, making 
it look like a snow bank. Tho steamer 
backed off the reef into deep water, 
and tho engines were put uiidor full 
steam in order to keep tho pumps — four 
in number, running. Unfortunately, as 
it turned out, tho steamer was not headed 
back for San Francisco, hut continued to 
run around in tho open water outside 
Point lteyos, all night, the damage being 
at first supposed bo slight as not to 
necessitate the nbandonmont of the trip, 
A portion only of the passengers showed 
any fear, and tho larger number took 
hold with a will, assisting the crew at tho 
pumps when culled on by tho Captain. 
Tho engineers had reported that the 
water was coming in rapidly, and but by 
great exertions, it was Jj;pt f-oui gaining 
much uutil five a. m., (Sunday, 15th,) 
whou tho carpenter reported a new leak 
of moro serious character than the first. 
At 5:15 a. at. tho water was reported 
gaiuiug very rapidly. All tho steam was 
now put on the pumps. At 5:30, the 
eugiueer reported two feet of water in the 
engine room, and at 5:40 ull hands ware 
ordored on deck, no chunco being left 
for saving tho vessel. Captain Mouat, 
who deserves all j-raiso for his cool- 
ness and good seamanship and officer- 
like dovotion to duty, now ordered 
the boats launched and the passengers 
taken ashore. A slight confusion ensued, 
as a number of " roughs" on board en- 
deavored tc tako possession of the beats; 
beforo the ladies — some ton or twelve ill 
number — could be got in, but the diffi- 
culty was soon settled. The captain fired' 
at one of tho mutineers with his revolver, 
and a passenger volunteered the same 
kind office for another of them. This 
quieted everything, and the eight boats 
wero loaded and headed for the shore, 
sorno eight miles distant. Ono of the 
small boats, which contained only four 
sien, viz., the colored stoward, a mulatto, 
namo unknown, a minor namod Marshall, 
and another, was caught by tho gangway 
ladder, and upset as they were pushing 
off. Marshall, and ono of tho colored 
men, tho steward, wo aro informed, were 
drowned, the other two were saved. All 
tho other boats reached the shoro in 
safety, nnd landed without much diffi- 
culty. Thero still remained ou tho wreck 
aftor tho boats left, tho captain aud 
twenty-three male passengers, the Bremen 
and deck hands Laving managed to crowd 
into the boats, leaving no room for the re- 
maining passengers. A raft was built and 
launched, and four persons, including Mr 
Dickinson, got upon it. It was so small 
however, that it would hardly support 
them, tho water being up to their knees. 
Fortunately, indeed, at this moment an 
Italian fishing smack, tho Andrew, came 
in sight and stood directly towards the 
sinking vessel. Tho men on tho raft, ap- 
prehensive that tho vessel might go down 
with all on board at any moment, called 
out to the fishermen to go to the vessel 
first, and then como back to them. 
Capt. Mouat, however, refused to allow 
this, nnd tho men on tho raft were first 
taken off, then tho passengers wero taken 
off. Tho steamer sank so deep that her 
upper deck cabin — which hod recently 
been put on in this city, at a cost of fifteen 
thousand dollars — floated loose, thus 
making a raft, on which a largo number 
might have been saved. In a few minutes 
more, at 8:15 a.m., the vessel gave a roll 
or two from side 'to side, thou pitched 
forward, backward, then sharply forward, 
and went down, bows foremost, disap 
pearing from sight altogether, The 
passengers >yCio t.md'y cared for at the 
extensive ranch of Mr. Flood, near Point 
Reyes, tho utmost hospitality being shov/n 
by Mr. Flood and family, who spared no 
effort or expenso to make then) all as 
comfortable us possible under the circum- 
stances. As boat after boat reached the 
land, and friends and relatives greeted 
each other in joy over their wonderful es- 
cape from death, tho scenes wero affecting 
to a degree beyond description. Food was 
supplied in abundance and the castaways no 
doubt passed last night quite comfortably. 
Captain Mouat started off for San Rafael 
as soon as possiblo after reaching land 
and assuring himself of tho safety of tho 
passengers, and will doubtless roach here 
early this morning. Tho Engineer, 
Second Engineer, Pur.jor, Mr. Dickinson, 
another passenger and the Captain's two 
bravo little boys, aged nine and eleven 
respectively, started immediately in tho 
fishing smack for this city, arriving safely 
at an early hour last evening. 

Tho following is the account furnished to 
tho Examiner by Mr. Ohas. Warron, Freight 
Clerk, who was ono of tho last to loave tho 
Bhip, and at whoso ruquost wo havo made 
somo slight alterations in tho published re- 
port : 

On Saturday aftornoon at p.m., tho 
Hudson Hay Company's steamer Labouohere 
left Han Francisco for Victoria. At 10 p,m. 
sho sttuck on a roof extending out from point 
llcyon, tho Digbt being calm but vory thick. 
Sho ran around in circles, waiting for day- 
light, arid at a o'cl.okon Sunday morning 
she sank, Her passengers and crew escaped, 
Tho following is the statement of Mr. Warrou, 
tho froight olork of tho Labotichoro : 



Accident to the Cablotta. — This 
vessel, in endeavoring to leuvo port 
yesterday forenoon grounded on a reef 
nearly opposito to tho New Wharf, and as 
tho tide receded she heeled over consider- 
ably. Tho accident is ull tho moro 
unfortunate as tho Carlottn had unusually 
illicit loading hero, and if all had gone 
right would have been well on her courso 
by this time. She hud T.i') tons of coal 
on board at tho timo of tho ocetirrc ico. 
She was floated off howovor by this 
morning's tide, and will probably tako 
her departure to-day if found uninjured. — 
Nanaimo Gazette.

turned back just to keep them quiot if possible 
As I did not boo sr hoar any water coming iu. 
I tried to console thorn. At last they all got 
quiet, tho steam onginos working tho pumps, 
and myself nnd pusBongors working at a 
pump in tho engineer's mess room, and kept 
ahead of tho leak, thou u largo pump iu 
cabin saloon was fixed and worked by pas- 
sengers. A little boforo daylight wo could 
soe tho leak was gaining on us, when most 
ol tho paaseugcrs grow tired of pumping, mid 
began lo get uisheartoncd. I pacified some 
of tbo ladies, and thou went on deck trying 
to get volunteers for tho pump among the 
paesougers. Not ono of them would move, 
however, and now tho captain gave orders to 
lower ono of tho boats. The ordor was no 
sooner givon thnn ono of tho passengers 
rushed into tho boat while it hung at the 
davits, and refused to como out until the 
captain peremptorily commanded him to do 
so, lolling him that tho women must bo looked 
to Hist. Tho boat was thou tilled, and in 
tho meantimo tho port boot wus being 
lowered. Tho women rushed to tho ladder 
whioh was soon filled and lowered. Another 
hunt was lowered into which three men got, 
one tho undor stewards a colored man, and 
a passengor, uud this boat was swamped al- 
most immediately, boing very leaky. About 
twenty -live of oh were no >v left on board with- 
out a boat, since tho first boat went away 
not above half full, nnd though Captain 
Mount firod uftcr them twice thoy refused 
to return. We who wero left busied our- 
selves iu fastening ropes round some spars, 
which we had on board, eo that wo 
might be able to hold on, and wo also threw 
overboaid all tho loose timbers we could lay 
hold of. It was now daylight, and looking 
out over the bows I saw two sails. I and ano- 
ther man immodiatoly got a red and white 
blauket over tho bows as signuls, waving 
tliero, but for somo timo thoy took no notice 
of us At length the fishing boat " Andrew," 
.approached und took us olf. The captain 
;at this juncture rctusod to leave tho vessel, 
and wo were at length compelled to threaten 
lorco to induce hitn to oorae with us. Ab tho 
sinaok boro away, ono of tho boats which 
had taken tho women nshoro returned, and 
tho captain got iulo her and proceeded to 
San Rafael. Wa went on shore lo Flood's 
Ranch, where tho ladies woro already, aud 
where wo were treated with tho greatest 
kindness and consideration. Tho fireman 
did not, as stated in tho Alta this morning, 
desert their posts, butaolually worked until 
thoy were up to their waists in water and 
the fires woro extinguished. Everyone con- 
nected with the ship did his duty well aud 
manlully from tbo fiist to the last. 

INCIDENTS OP THE WRECK. 

From conversations held with Bovoral of 
the passengers wa learn that the ship struck 
on a sunkon reef close to tho shore, with 
hardly room for the vessel to turn. Thut 
Bhe did not remain on the reef, but was 
bucked off, and that tho captain kept her 
moving about waiting for daylight, the 
weather being very thick but tho sea pretty 
smooth. 

For somo timo tho water did not mako 
headway, tho ship's onginos and the pumps, 
manned by passengers and orow, being suf- 
ficient to koep it under. Towards morning 
it is supposed that a piece of rock fell out 
of the ship's bottom, as sho began tu make 
water fast. 

Tho Labouchere at daylijbt was some dis 
tancu off and was headed for shoro. Whori tho 
engineers wore driven out of tho engine 
room and the tiros put out, all hope of saving 
tho rossol was abandoned, and overybody But 
to work to save their own lives. 

Tho first boat to leave tho vessel oontained 
the ladies, the captain's two boys, nnd o few 
mon, (40 in all), tho ohiof olficor loing in 
ohargo. Thoy all got to shoro safely Four 
men, two whito nnd two colored, lift in a 
Whitehall boat but woro capsized Throe 
of the men were soon obliging to tho boat 
and ono of tho oolored mon swam to the 
ladies' boat whioh was going to the resouo of 
tho other two, when the bravo mon nobly 
called out to thorn to take tho women ashore 
first nnd than return lo their rescue. They 
wero both drowned. Their names woro Jas. 
Q. Marshall and Sandford Taylor, both of 
Louisville, Kentucky. The former belonged 
to the Eriecson Co. and tho latter was a barber 
at San Rafael, 

• When ono of tho boats pushed off she could 
havo accommodated o low moro. Capt. 
Mou.it called out to them to return bat thoy 
would not, and this bo enraged him that 'he 
tired a pistol at them. A young man on 
board also lired a shot but without ufloel, and 
the unfortunate persons who remained on 
board (somo 2-1 in number) woro loll on the 
sinking ship without ativ prospect of saving 
themselves, This was the most trying or- 
deal of all bat it was nobly borno 4 by the 
small bravo hearted band which included 
Capt. Mouat, his boatswain, throe or lour ol 
tbo crew, and Messrs. Adams, Dickinson, 
Palin, Warron, Sylvester, and other Victo- 
rians. 

Tho raft on which Mr. Dickinson and four 
others ventured their lives was composed of 
the galgwny plank and ■toarago tables which 
hud been constructed in the water by a brave 
colored man named W'uuds, an old sailor, und 
well known ut Esquiinalt, who was occupied 
aboct an hour, sometimes up to his neck in 
water building it. In the meantime those on 
deck fastened u number of pieces of rope 
round a largo Bpar to whioh they intended tu 
cling whou the vessel sank from beneath them. 
All hands wero perfectly cool and collected 
up to tho timo that the fishing smack wa3 
soon and hailed to tho rescno. Captain 
Mouat was especially oool and collected. 
Feeling parched from the exertion ol pump- 
ing somo pine apples wero produced and 
eaten with avidity, aud Captain Mouat pro- 
duced some cigars, remarking that " if they 
bad lo go down they might as well go down 
tmoking" When tho " Andrew " had re- 
ceived all on board the Captain positively 
declined to leave his tdiip, nnd could not 
bu persuaded until two men woro sunt up tu 
compel him to do so. 

Mr. Chambers was mot returning to tho 
ship in the largo boat, and tho captain got 
in her and returned to tho vessel, where he 
rummaged about and managed to aavo some 
ellocis belonging to passengers. 

All on board speak iu tho highest tonus 
of pral^o of tho horoio conduct displayed by 
Mrs. Pidwell, of this oily, throughout tho 
trying timo, Herself perfectly cool and col- 
lected, she strove to tho host of her powor to 
Hootho tho othor ladies, 

Several of the passengers after landing 
found articles of clothing belonging to them 
on men who had boon on hoard. 

Tho Labouohere sunk from six to eight 
miles oil shoro in deep wntor. A company 
hud been formed to soaroh for and try lo 
raise her.

The nomination of candidates to fill the 
vacant seat for tho city in tho room of Selim 
Franklin, Esq., took plaoo yestorday, at 11 
a.m., iu frout of tha police barracks, The 
crowd which had collected to hear tho Presi- 
dent's message to Governor Kennedy ad- 
journed to the hustings, and thero was con- 
sequently a largo concourse of persons present. 

Aftor reading the writ and disposing of the 
preliminaries tho Sheriff called upon tho 
olectors to nominato thoir candidates. 

Tho first to mount tho rostrum was " Joo 
tha Pieman," who hud his addross in his 
hands, uud asked some elector to nominate 
him that ho might road it. "Joo," was, 
however, oallcd to ordor by tho Sheriff and 
look a hint from tho Inspector, who was close 
at hand, to " vamooso tho ranch." 

Mr. R Lewis, uftor some hesitation, pro- 
posed Mr. O. U. Young. Ho wisely ab- 
stained from saying anything iu lavor of the 
candidate, and for tho best of reasons, loo— 
he could not. 

Tho nomination was received with hisses 
and other evidences of disapproval. 

Mr. Btronaoh seconded tho nomination, 
and he, with equal prudence, left ull iho talk- 
liip to tho cundidate (farther dissent). 

Mr. Earles thon mounted tho box and 
supposing that ho was about to nominato 
himself tho electors wore astonished and do- 
lighted to hear him nominate Mr. D. B. Ring, 
who was not oven known to bo a candidate. 
Tho announcement was received with loud 
applause. 

Mr. A. II. Franois seconded tha nomina- 
tion. 

No other candidate being proposed the 
Sheriff called upon those nominated to a I- 
drosa tho electors.
